Licences. 


7. Licences may be granted under this Ordinance of 
the following descriptions:- 

(a) A “game licence’’ which shall be issued by any District Oovernor 
to a resident in such district fora period not longer than one year, 
and which shall entitle the holder thereof to hunt game anywhere 
in Palestine during the period of the licence subject to the 
provisions of this Ordinance and any regulations made there¬ 
under and in accordance with the conditions of such licence, 
provided that an applicant for a licence shall produce a certi¬ 
ficate that lie,is a lit person to receive a licence signed by 
two resident land-owners in the District or bv two other 
persons of professional standing whose names are approved by 
licensing authority ; 
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(b) A “licence to sell jiame” which shall be issued by 

anv District (iovernor to anv licensed tradesman

resident in such district which shall entitle the hol¬ 
der for a period not exceeding one year to soli 
game subject to the provisions of this Ordinance 
and any regulations made thereunder and to ihe 
conditions of such licence, provided that no such 
licence shall authorise Ihe holder thereof to soil 
game in more than one shop, store or market which 
shop, store or market shall be named in suck 
licence. 

Provided always that the holders of licences 
validly granted under any laws and regulations 
repealed by Ibis Ordinance and subsisting al the 
dale of the commencement of this Ordinance 
shall be entitled to hunt or sell game until the terms 
thereof expire.

The Court may order that any game or meat or 
any skjn, hide, horns, tusks or carcases of game found 
possession of any person convicted of a contravention may 
be seized and forfeited and may cancel any licence oi |>eniHt 
granted to any such person. 
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(3) All fines and the value of all forfeitures imposed shall 
be paid into the public revenue; provided that the Court may 
older that a sum not exceeding one half of any fine imposed 
be paid to any person by whose information a conviction shall 

have been obtained.
